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The Arrogance of Power 


We Invite the reader who boasts some 


political awareness to imagine a situation: 


The top officials and directors of the 


United States Chamber of Commerce, let us 
Imagine, are holding their annual confer- 
ence in a plush resort hotel at White Sul- 
phur Springs. 


One of the staff officers arises to make 


his report on activities and plans, and an- 
nounces that the chamber has resolved to 
wage a political campaign for the removal 
of Justice Thomas E. Fairchild of the Wis- 
consin Supreme Court. 


There is no elaboration. No bill of par- 


ticulars. There is no effort to explain why 
Judge Fairchild should be removed from 
the office to which the people of Wiscon- 
sin have elected him. None is needed. Jus- 
tice Fairchild is well known as a Democrat. 
His philosophical orientation on political 
matters has been conveyed to the people of 
Wisconsin during a considerable career in 
partisan politics before he won his present 
position. 


What would be the reaction of the peo- 


ple of Wisconsin lo such a presumptuous, 
arrogant exhibition of political intent? 


Such a situation would never occur, it is 


safe to say. But if it should, it requires no 


precocity In matters political to anticipate 
th« result. The liberal press of Wisconsin 
would be filled with horrified cries. The la- 
bor organizations of Wisconsin would thun- 
der their defiance. The man on the street 
would shake his head sadly and wonder 
about the state of public morality. 


Yet, with the principals a little differ- 


ent, precisely that picture was presented 
recently when the highest officers of the 
AFL-CIO met in a Florida resort center, 
and relaxed in their luxurious surroundings 
to hear a report from the political action di- 
rector of the organization. He calmly an- 
nounced that he has nominated Gov. Ver- 
non W. Thomson of Wisconsin for the po- 
litical guillotine this year. "Labor," he in- 
toned, is opposed to Thomson. There was 
no elaboration. None was needed. Gov. 
Thomson is a Republican. 
He has shown 


a certain streak of independence during 
his political career. 


But the reaction? 
Little or none that 


we have perceived. It tells a good deal 
about the state of the public mind that 
as pridcful an example of political blatancy 
as can be visualized has passed almost with- 
out comment in (his state which once was 
proud of its independence and electoral 
integrity. 


The French Bomb Tunisia 


The French attack by air on a Tunisian 


village which resulted in the death of about 
70 people, including small children, is in- 
defensible. It is, furthermore, a threat to 
western and Middle East relations because 
some of the planes had been given to the 
French by the United States. 


But the French - Algerian 
and now 


Tunisian dispute is not one-sided. 
Ter- 


rorists, undoubtedly 
communist-inspired, 


make up a considerable part of the Al- 
gerian rebel forces, and their tactics in- 
clude the murder of whole families to impel 
loyalty. Tunis, a Moslem country which gain- 
ed its own independence from France only 
after years of skirmishes and pelitical 
forays, naturally sympathizes with the Al- 
gerians' desire for liberty. The French 
charge that Algerian rebels were using the 
bombed village as a hideout after attacks 


on the French in Algeria is very likely ac- 
curate. 


Tunis President Habib Bourguiba, who 


has called for" United Nations debate on the 
incident, is a strong and generally responsi- 
ble leader. But if the borders of his country 
are to be respected by neighboring forces 
at war, he must maintain them against both 
sides. 


And while the Tunisian government 


must be responsible for the actions of its 
citizens, so must the French government. 
Perhaps the raid was unauthorized in Paris 
and was instead an impulsive move on the 
part of some army commander. But the 
French government must accept the respon- 
sibility. And if United States equipment is 
to be used for murder and the hamstring- 
ing of our own political aims, our own gov- 
ernment had better reappraise its aid pro- 
gram. 


Delinquents Are Few buf Troublesome 


The New York City Board of Education 


has suspended about 1,000 pupils in ele- 
mentary, junior and high and vocational 
schools in an effort to recover control of 
the schools so they may be used for the 
benefit of normal pupils. 


The suspensions took place where there 


have been cases of rape, stabbing and other 
disorders in which both Negro and white 
students were involved. The violence in 
New York's schools, and particularly In 
Brooklyn, has teen in the news for months 
while authorities struggled with the prob- 
lem. Conditions in the Brooklyn schools 
appear to be among the worst in the na- 
tion. In fact some of the stories coming out 
of these schools challenge belief. 


However, it should be noted that the 


1,000 expelled are by no means all involved 
In violations of the law. They are said to in- 
clude any pupil with a record of serious 
and continuous misbehavior. Even so the 
pupils suspended represent about one 
eighth of one per cent dl the 800,000 en- 
rolled hi the elementary, Junior and high 
and vocational schools. 


It frequently has been emphasized that 


juvenile delinquents in any community are 
relatively few in comparison with the whole 
number of juveniles. That is obviously true 
in New York also and yet it is no matter to 
he passed over or excused. The fact is the 
comparatively few delinquents in New York 
have done serious damage to the schools 
and have delayed the progress of other 
pupils. The evidence is that the same de- 
linquents will cost the city millions before 
the trouble is cleared up. 


New York's school problems are of in- 


terest elsewhere because every community 
has a juvenile problem of some sort and 
there is always the possibility the experi- 
ence of one community may be helpful in 
another. 


Boys and girls are much alike every- 


where and the reason for their misbehavior 


People's Forum 


may be the s'ame even though not recog- 
nized as such in different communities. Far 
from New York, in Toman, a city of 5,000 in 
Monroe County, Wisconsin, police recently 
discovered that a teenage gang had been 
operating for three years. The arrest of six 
ranging m age from 16 to 19 cleared up 
every burglary in that city in the past three 
years. They had stolen money, guns, ammu- 
nition, beer and liquor. 


The juvenile officer of Whitcfish Bay, a 


swank community of 14,000 in Milwaukee 
county, says that village has its own 
juvenile problems. Last year in Whitefish 
Bay there were 366 juvenile offenses re- 
quiring written reports. Half of them were 
traffic cases but the other half included 
vandalism, (hefts, drinking, burglary, sex, 
worthless 
checks, 
and 
an 
"occasional 


switchblade knife here and there." 


What is to be done about the wayward 


juveniles? Marshall Clinard, sociologist at 
the University of Wisconsin, urges recre- 
ation that is tough enough to hold the inter- 
est and respect of the youngsters. Hockey 
may be enough in some cases to make van- 
dalism and gang wars unnecessary, he said. 
Children's interests must be channelled in- 
to constructive activities, and thus he says 
a good teacher is much more important 
than a costly building. Above all, he says, 
the teenagers must find a purpose and a 
responsibility. 


The school principals in New York long 


have been recommending a lowering of the 
age at which youngsters may get work per- 
mits. They have suggested 15 as the age at 
which some may be better off in jobs than 
attending schools under compulsion. 


It is an important idea. A job gives the 


youngster an interest, a purpose and a re- 
sponsibility 
immediately. On the other 


hand, what greater waste can possibly be 
imagined than forcing youngsters to attend 
classes in which they not only have no in- 
terest, but which they hate and resist.
